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ANNOUNCEMENT. 


The  Thirty-Eighth  Session  of  this  College  will  commence  on 
Monday,  October  5th,  i8gi.  The  Introductory  Lecture  will  be 
given  at  3 p.m.  in  the  Convocation  Hall  of  Queen’s  University, 
on  University  Day,  in  connection  with  the  opening  of  the 
University,  by  Dr.  Mark,  of  Ottawa. 

The  “Royal  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons,  Kings- 
ton,” being  separately  incorporated  and  possessing  independent 
powers  and  privileges,  confers  upon  its  own  students,  and 
students  from  other  Colleges  possessing  the  necessary  qualifica- 
tions, the  Diplomas  of  “ Licentiate  ” and  “ Fellow.”  Its  affi- 
liation with  Queen’s  Univeisity  and  with  the  University  of 
Trinity  College,  Toronto,  enables  its  students  to  obtain  the 
Degrees  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  and  Master  of  Surgery  from 
either  of  these  Universities,  by  passing  the  requisite  examina- 
tion. 

Certificates  of  attendance  at  this  College  are  recognized  by 
the  Royal  College  of  Surgeons  of  London  and  Edinburgh,  so 
that  those  holding  the  License  of  the  College,  as  well  as  those 
possessing  the  Degree  of  M.D.  from  Queen’s  University,  are 
entitled  to  all  the  privileges  in  Great  Britain  that  are  accorded 
to  the  students  and  graduates  of  other  Colonial  Colleges. 

The  Ro3^al  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  occupies 
very  commodious  premises  immediately  adjacent  to 
Queen’s  College  and  the  Hospital.  The  Dissecting 
Room  is  large  and  well  lighted  and  ventilated ; the  class 
rooms  are  commodious  and  comfortable,  and  seated  with  the 
most  improved  pattern  of  students’  class  chairs.  The  large 
Museum,  and  Histological  and  Pathological  Laboratory, 
recently  fitted  up,  is  on  the  first  floor,  and  is  supplied  with  all 
the  necessary  modern  apparatus  for  the  practical  teaching  of 
these  important  branches  of  the  Medical  Curriculum — such  as 
microscopes,  microtomes,  warming  stage,  moist  chambers,  stain- 
ing fluids,  mounting  materials,  and  various  other  appliances. 
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Students  are  afforded  superior  advantages  for  examining  morbid 
specimens,  and  for  the  study  of  these  two  branches  of  Science  ; 
and  in  fact  the  improvements  which  have  been  made  through- 
out the  establishment  render  this  College  second  to  none  in  point 
of  convenience  and  facilities  for  study. 

Instruction  in  every  branch  is  given  by  Lectures,  Recitations 
and  Clinical  teaching,  and  is  made  as  thorough  and  practical  as 
possible.  The  F'aculty,  having  now  at  their  command  all  the 
apparatus  and  appliances  necessar}^  for  imparting  a sound 
medical  education  in  every  branch  of  the  Curriculum,  are  in  a 
position  to  offer  to  students  all  the  advantages  to  be  obtained 
anywhere  else  in  the  Dominion. 

The  abundant  supply  of  dissecting  material  furnished  by  the 
Penitentiary,  Jail,  Hospital  and  other  public  institutions  in  the 
neighborhood  affords  unrivalled  opportunities  for  the  study  of 
Practical  Anatomy,  the  true  foundation  of  all  medical  know- 
ledge. 

The  Kingston  General  Hospital  and  Hotel  Dieu,  both  within 
a few  minutes’  walk  of  the  College,  are  open  to  the  students, 
and  offer  every  facility  for  the  prosecution  of  Clinical  studies. 
Students,  if  they  so  desire,  can  visit  the  Penitentiary  Hospital 
with  Dr.  SxRaNGE,  and  the  Insane  Asylum  with  Dr.  Clarke, 
the  Superintendent,  in  addition  to  visiting  the  other  Hospitals. 

The  General  Hospital  has  now  accommodation  for  200 
patients,  its  capacity  having  been  largely  increased  by  the 
completion  of  the  Nickle  wing.  The  operating  theatre  is  large 
and  well  lighted,  and  so  arranged  as  to  enjible  students  to  see 
clearly  all  the  details  of  the  various  operations.  The  other 
institutions  referred  to  have  a large  number  of  patients 
constantly  under  treatment. 

As  proofs  of  the  superior  quality  of  the  instruction  given  in 
this  School,  the  Faculty  points  with  pride  to  the  high  positions 
taken  by  its  students  at  the  examinations  of  the  Medical  Coun- 
cil of  Ontario,  and  of  the  Royal  College  of  Surgeons  of 
England,  as  well  as  to  the  professional  success  of  its  graduates 
everywhere. 

Kingston  is,  moreover,  a healthy  and  pleasant  city  to  live  in, 
free  from  the  attractive  amusements  that  interfere  with  study, 
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and  from  the  inducements  to  vice  found  in  larger  cities  ; while 
the  cheapness  of  living  is  such  as  to  command  it  to  the  notice 
of  all  intending  students  of  medicine. 

Good  board  in  respectable  houses  may  be  obtained  at  prices 
ranging  from  $2.50  to  $4  per  week,  and  other  necessaries  at 
proportionate  figures. 
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CURRICULUM. 


Candidates  for  the  Degree  of  the  University  or  the  Diploma 
of  the  College  must  have  completed  a period  of  four  years’ 
study,  which  must  comprise  four  winter  sessions  and  one  sum- 
mer session,  and  have  passed  the  Matriculation  Examination 
of  Queen’s  College,  which  is  as  follows  : 

English  Language,  Grammar  and  Composition. 

Arithmetic,  with  Vulgar  and  Decimal  Fractions. 

Algebra,  including  Simple  Equations. 

Geometry,  first  two  books  of  Euclid. 

Latin,  Grammar  and  Translation  (Cicero,  InCatalinam,  Bk.  II ; 
Virgil,  iEneid,  V ; Caesar,  Bellum  Gallicum,  I,  1-33. 

Natural  Philosophy,  as  in  Stewart’s  Physics,  or  one  book  in 
Greek,  French  or  German. 

This  Examination  qualifies  for  M.D.,  and,  with  the  addition 
of  Greek,  is  equivalent  to  full  matriculation  in  Arts,  and,  as 
such,  is  accepted  by  the  Medical  Council. 

Graduates  and  Matriculants  in  Arts  from  any  recognized 
University,  and  all  who  have  passed  the  Matriculation  Exami- 
nation of  the  Medical  Council  of  Ontario,  are  not  required  to 
pass  the  above  Matriculation  Examination. 

The  Matriculation  Examination  must  have  been  passed 
before  a student  can  be  admitted  to  any  of  the  Professional  Ex- 
aminations, although  lectures  may  be  attended  before  passing 
it. 


In  the  case  of  Graduates  in  Arts,  a period  of  three  years  only 
will  be  required  to  complete  their  Medical  Curriculum.

The  above  course  of  study  ma}^  have  been  pursued  either 
wholly  at  this  College,  or  partly  here  and  partly  at  some  other 
recognized  Medical  School.  In  the  latter  case,  at  least  one  full 
session  must  have  been  spent  at  this  College. 

Certificates  of  attendance  on  lectures  are  accepted  from  incor- 
porated Medical  Schools  in  the  British  Dominions,  and  others 
recognized  by  British  Universities  and  licensing  Colleges. 
Other  certificates  of  attendance  on  Lectures  may  be  admitted 
at  the  discretion  of  the  Faculty. 

All  students  must  present  evidence  of  having  compounded 
medicine  for  a period  of  six  months,  in  the  office  of  a regularly 
qualified  Medical  Practitioner,  and  of  having  attended  at  least 
six  cases  of  Midwifery.  Students  must  also  present  evidence 
of  having  attended  six  post  mortem  examinations,  as  well  as 
certificates  showing  a practical  knowledge  of  the  use  of  the 
microscope  and  ability  to  prepare  microscopic  specimens. 

Students  attend  the  Lectures  on  Chemistry  and  Botany  at 
the  University,  and,  if  they  wish,  can  attend  those  on  Zoology 
also,  without  additional  charge. 


EXAMINATIONS  AND  GRADUATION. 

Every  candidate  intending  to  appear  at  the  Final  Examina- 
tion must,  on  or  before  the  5th  day  of  March  in  the  year  in 
which  he  proposes  to  graduate,  furnish  a declaration  under  his 
own  hand  that  he  is  twenty-one  years  of  age,  or  that  he  will  be 
so  before  the  day  of  graduation,  accompanied  by  a certificate 
of  good  moral  character,  a statement  of  his  medical  studies, 
with  proper  certificates  thereto,  and  a Thesis  on  some  medical 
or  surgical  subject,  composed  by  himself  and  in  his  own  hand- 
writing. 

There  are  three  examinations — a Primary  at  the  end  of  the 
second  Session,  an  Intermediate  at  the  end  of  the  third  Session, 
and  a Final  at  the  end  of  the  fourth  or  last  Session — and  in 
each  of  these  candidates  are  examined  orally  and  in  wrtiing. 
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Graduates  in  Arts  may  pass  the  first  and  second  examinations 
at  the  end  of  the  second  Session. 

The  Primar}^  examination  includes  Botany,  Institutes  of 
Medicine,  Theoretical  Chemistry  and  Histology. 

The  Intermediate  examination  includes  Materia  Medica, 
Anatomy  and  Practical  Chemistry. 

The  Final  examination  includes  the  Principles  and  Practice 
of  Surgery,  Theory  and  Practice  of  Medicine,  Obstetrics,  Sani- 
tary Science,  Medical  Jurisprudence,  Medical  and  Surgical 
Anatomy,  and  Pathology. 

( Students  taking  the  Medical  Council  examinations  are  re- 
commended to  take  the  above  Primary  and  Intermediate  classes 
during  the  first  two  years  of  their  course,  and  to  take  the 
examinations  simultaneously  with  the  Council  examination. 

The  Final  examination  will  not  take  place  until  the  candidace 
has  completed  his  fourth  or  last  session. 


REQUISITES  FOR  THE  FELLOWSHIP. 

Before  being  admitted  to  the  professional  examination  for  the 
Diploma  of  F.R.C.P.S.,  the  candidate  must  produce  evidence 
of  being  a graduate  in  Arts  (or  undergo  an  examination  equiva- 
lent thereto)  and  of  having  been  engaged  in  the  practice  of  the 
profession  at  least  five  years.

All  graduates  in  medicine  of  this  College,  in  good  standing, 
can  obtain  the  Licentiate  of  the  R.C.P.S.  on  paying  to  the 
Registrar  the  fee  of  $20. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  fees  each  student  will  be  required 
to  pay  annually  the  sum  of  one  dollar,  to  be  devoted  to  the 
maintenance  of  the  Gymnasium,  the  College  Campus  and  the 
Annual  Sports.

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The  Senior  and  Junior  Demonstrators  of  Anatomy  are  select- 
ed at  the  commencement  of  each  session  from  the  best  and  most 
industrious  students. 

4.  At  the  end  of  the  first  session,  a Silver  Medal,  the  exami- 
nation being  on  Anatom}^  Physiology  and  Materia  Medica.  A 
special  prize  is  also  offered  for  the  best  dissected  preparation, 
if  of  sufficient  merit. 

All  students  competing  for  the  above  prizes  must  be  register- 
ed students  proceeding  to  a degree  in  this  College.  All  parti- 
culars relating  to  the  different  prizes  will  be  announced  at  the 
beginning  of  the  Session. 

Medals  have  been  kindly  presented  by  a graduate  of  the 
College,  Dr.  Murdoch  Matheson,  Queensland,  Australia. 

Prizes  in  Pathology,  Practical  Chemistry,  Medical  Jurispru- 
dence and  Sanitary  Science  are  offered  by  Robson  Roose, 
M.D.,  LL.D.,  London,  and  Rivers  Willson,  Ph.D.,  Oxford.

In  order  that  intending  students  may  understand  the  relation 
of  the  Medical  Council  to  the  College,  the  Registrar  desires  to 
state  that  all  who  desire  to  practice  medicine  in  Ontario  must 
pass  the  Matriculation  and  other  examinations  of  the  Medical 
Council.  The  degree  of  M.D.,  however,  qualifies  for  practice 
in  the  United  States  without  the  examination  of  the  Medical 
Council  being  submitted  to.

DOCTOR  OF  MEDICINE  AND  MASTER  OF  SUR- 
GERY. 

The  Candidate  for  these  Degrees  must  have  matriculated 
and  pursued  a course  of  study  similar  to  that  required  by 
Queen’s  University  for  the  same  Degrees. 

Examinations  for  candidates  from  the  Royal  College  of 
Physicians  and  Surgeons,  of  Kingston,  will  be  held  in  Kingston 
simultaneously  with  those  held  in  Toronto,  but  candidates  for 
the  medals  will  be  required  to  take  the  examinations  in 
Toronto.  Candidates  examined  in  Kingston  may  be  admitted 
to  the  degree  of  M.D.C.M.  in  absentia.

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COURSE  OF  INSTRUCTION. 

1.  THEORY  AND  PRACTICE  OF  MEDICINE— (Prof. 

Fowler) — 3 to  4 p.m. 

This  course  consists  of  100  Lectures,  embracing  the  following 
divisions,  viz. ; The  General  Principles  of  Medicine,  the  Nature 
and  Cause  of  Disease,  Symptoms,  Intercurrent  Affections  dur- 
ing the  course  of  a disease.  Diagnosis,  Means  of  Prevention  and 
General  and  Special  Treatment  ; together  with  the  Classifica- 
tion of  Diseases,  the  Morbid  Changes  in  the  different  organs 
and  structures  of  the  body  affected,  and  the  Hygienic  Manage- 
ment of  Patients. 

These  Lectures  are  illustrated  by  plates,  morbid  specimens 
and  models  of  diseased  parts. 

2.  PRINCIPLES  AND  PRACTICE  OF  SURGERY— 

(Prof.  Sullivan) — 4 to  5 p.m. 

This  course  consists  of  100  Lectures,  part  of  which  will  be 
given  in  the  class  room  of  the  Royal  College  and  part  in  the 
Hotel  Dieu  Hospital.  In  the  latter  institution  patients  illus- 
trating the  Lectures  will  be  exhibited  to  the  class  and  opera- 
tions performed  in  the  presence  of  the  students. 

These  Lectures,  besides  the  Principles  and  Practice  of  Sur- 
ger5N  will  include  a course  of  Surgical  Anatomy  and  Surgical 
Pathology,  illustrated  by  plates,  models  and  specimens,  explain- 
ing the  most  recent  theories.  The  use  of  instruments  and  sur- 
gical apparatus  and  appliances  is  taught ; the  chief  operations 
are  performed  on  a cadaver,  and  advantage  is  taken  to  give  a 
concise  and  practical  course  in  special  surgery,  introducing  the 
latest  and  most  improved  operations  and  modes  of  treatment, 
with  the  use  of  such  instruments  as  are  employed  in  special 
surgery. 

3.  OBSTETRICS  and  DISEASES  OF  WOMEN— (Prof. 

K.  N.  Fenwick) — 2 to  3 p.m.  ‘ 

This  course  consists  of  100  Lectures,  embracing  the  Prin- 
ciples and  Practice  of  Obstetrics  and  a full  course  on  Gynaeco- 
logy, illustrated  by  drawings,  models,  the  use  of  the  artificial 
pelvis,  etc. 

Ample  opportunities  will  be  afforded  to  the  students  for 
studying  this  important  branch  practically,  as  they  will  be 
arranged  in  classes  to  attend  the  Obstetric  practice  of  the 
Hospital. 

Full  instructions  will  be  given  for  the  after-management  of 
Obstetric  Cases ; and  the  accidents  and  diseases  of  that  critical 
period  will  be  properly  discussed,  as  also  the  diseases  of 
infancy  and  early  childhood. 
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4-  MATERIA  MEDICA,  THERAPEUTICS  and  PHAR- 
MACY— (Prof.  Herald) — lo  to  ii  a.rn. 

In  this  course,  which  consists  of  loo  Lectures,  all  the 
important  drugs  used  in  medical,  surgical  and  obstetrical  prac- 
tice will  be  fully  described  and  their  properties,  preparations 
and  doses  given.  Their  therapeutic  action,  and  the  conditions 
in  which  a particular  medicine  of  a certain  class  is  more  suit- 
able than  others  of  the  same  class,  will  receive  special  atten- 
tion. Instruction  in  Prescription  Writing  forms  a characteris- 
tic feature  ol  the  Materia  Medica  course. 

This  course  will  be  illustrated  by  plates,  and  specimens  of  the 
various  drugs  and  chemicals  used  in  medicine. 

5.  ANATOMY — (Prof.  Garrett) — g to  10  a.m. 

Anatomy  is  taught  in  the  most  practical  manner  possible. 

Five  Lectures  a week  are  given  in  the  Anatomy  class-room, 

and  are  fully  illustrated  by  recent  dissections  on  the  cadaver, 
and  also  by  plates,  drawings  and  preparations. 

Four  of  the  best  dissectors  among  the  third  year  students  are 
chosen  each  session  as  prosectors,  and  these,  under  the  direction 
of  the  Professor,  make  careful  dissections  of  the  parts  to  be 
brought  before  the  class.  Thus  students  not  only  hear  a 
description  of  the  tissues  of  the  body,  but  see  them  properly 
dissected  and  lying  in  their  natural  relations  to  each  other. 
Every  facility  for  studying  Anatomy  is  afforded  the  students, 
apd  prizes  are  given  at  the  end  of  the  Session  for  the  best  ex- 
aminations passed. 

6.  INSTITUTES  OF  MEDICINE— (Prof.  Anglin)— 5 to 

6 p.m. 

Physiology — 100  Lectures. 

This  includes  a full  course  of  didactic  lectures  on  Physio- 
logy,  practical  demonstrations,  experiments  and  vivisections. 

Students  are  instructed  in  the  use  of  various  physiological 
appliances,  such  as  the  sphygmograph,  spirometer,  manometer, 
etc.,  and  everything  is  done,  as  far  as  time  will  permit,  to  make 
them  thoroughly  acquainted  with  Modern  Physiology,  its 
methods,  its  deductions,  and  the  basis  on  which  the  latter  rest. 

The  minute  anatomy  of  the  various  tissues  and  organs  will  be 
illustrated  by  models,  diagrams,  and  magnificent  images  thrown 
on  a screen  by  means  of  the  sciopticon. 

7.  CHEMISTRY — (Prof.  Goodwin) — 9 to  10  a.m .100  Lec- 

tures. 

This  course  is  taken  in  the  classes  of  Queen’s  University,  and 
comprises  Chemical  Physics,  Chemical  Philosophy,  Inorganic 
and  Organic  Chemistry,  and  will  be  full  and  complete  in  every 
particular. 
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The  Professor  possesses  abundant  apparatus  for  experimental 
illustrations,  being  completely  furnished  with  all  the  modern 
inventions  for  chemical  investigation.  All  the  lectures  are  fully 
illustrated  by  actual  experiments. 

8.  MEDICAL  JURISPRUDENCE --(Prof.  Saunders)  — 

I to  2 p.m.  Tuesday  and  Thursday — 50  Lectures. 

This  course  includes  documentary  and  oral  evidence,  identifi- 
cation, real  and  apparent  death,  autopsies,  the  taking  down  of 
evidence  ; the  appearance  of  wounds  and  other  external  injuries 
before  and  after  death,  effects  of  suffocation,  drowning  ; the 
detection  of  blood  stains,  seminal  fluid,  etc.  ; the  evidences  of 
rape,  criminal  abortion,  concealment  of  pregnancy  and  infanti- 
cide ; insanity,  feigned  diseases,  impotence,  sterility,  legitimacy, 
survivorship,  life  assurance,  malpractice,  and  Medical  Toxico- 
logy. The  lectures  are  illustrated  by  plates  and  specimens 
when  necessary. 

9.  PRACTICAL  ANATOMY— (Dr.  Ryan). 

The  Dissecting  Room  will  be  open  from  8 a.m.  to  6 p.m.  for 
the  use  of  the  students  ; and  instructions  will  be  given  every 
day  in  dissecting,  and  in  the  details  of  Practical  Anatomy,  by 
the  Demonstrator  or  his  assistants.  Students  are  furnished 
with  materials  for  dissection,  of  which  there  is  always  an 
abundant  supply  in  the  institution. 

10.  PRACTICAL  CHEMISTRY— (Prof.  Goodwin.) 
Thorough  instruction  is  given  in  the  splendid  new  Laboratory 

of  the  University,  under  the  personal  supervision  of  the  Profes- 
sor. The  course  is  entirely  Laboratory  work,  and  includes 
blowpipe  manipulations,  the  use  of  apparatus,  qualitative  and 
quantitative  analysis,  toxicological  investigations,  etc. 

11.  CLINICAL  MEDICINE — (Prof.  Henderson) — iia.m. 

daily  except  Saturday  during  the  whole  Session — 100 
Lectures. 

1.  Clinical  study  of  Diseases,  with  reports  of  cases. 

2.  The  instruments  employed  in  the  diagnosis  of  disease. 

3.  Physical  diagnosis  of  diseases  of  the  heart  and  lungs. 

4.  Physical  diagnosis  of  diseases  of  the  abdomen. 

5.  The  chemical  and  microscopical  examination  of  the  blood, 
expectoration,  vomited  matters  and  urine. 

12.  CLINICAL  SURGERY— (Prof.  Dupuis)  — 10  to  ii 

daily  except  Saturday  during  the  whole  Session. 

These  lectures  are  given  upon  the  various  surgical  cases  in 
the  wards  of  the  General  Hospital.  They  are  delivered  at  the 
bedside  or  in  the  Theatre  of  the  Hospital.  When  the  lectures 
are  delivered  in  the  Theatre  the  patients  are  brought  in  and 
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their  diseases  exhibited  to  the  class ; the  symptoms,  diagnosis, 
treatment,  course  and  probable  termination  of  them  pointed 
out,  and  all  the  circumstances  attending  their  cases  thoroughly 
impressed  upon  the  minds  of  the  students.  When  requiring  it 
the  lectures  are  elucidated  by  plates,  surgical  apparatus,  morbid 
specimens,  models,  etc.  All  operations  are  performed  in  pre- 
sence of  the  class. 

Special  instruction  will  be  given  in  the  application  of  splints, 
bandages  and  antiseptic  appliances. 

13.  HISTOLOGY— (Dr.  Ryan). 

This  course  is  now  given  in  the  Summer  Session,  and  lectures 
will  be  delivered  every  day  during  the  whole  session. 

14.  SANITARY  SCIENCE — (Prof.  Saunders) — Friday. 
The  course  on  this  subject  will  be  given  during  the  Summer 

Session. 

15.  BOTANY — (Prof.  Fowler,  of  Queen’s). 

This  course  is  taken  in  the  classes  of  Queen’s  University. 

The  Lectures  will  be  given  every  day  during  the  first  part  of 
the  Session,  and  will  be  illustrated  by  drawings,  microscopic 
sections,  dried  specimens,  and  living  plants  as  far  as  practic- 
able. 

16.  PATHOLOGY — (Prof.  Mundell) — ii  to  12  a.m.  on 

Mondays — 50  Lectures. 

This  course  includes  post  mortem  examinations  and  the  gross 
and  microscopic  appearance  of  diseased  specimens. 

Instruction  in  Medical  and  Surgical  Pathology  will  be  given 
by  means  of  lectures  and  demonstrations  upon  recent  morbid 
specimens,  and  upon  many  valuable  preparations  already  in  the 
Museum  of  the  College. 

Ample  opportunities  will  be  afforded  the  students  to  acquire 
a thorough  practical  knowledge  of  the  microscopical  appearance 
and  modes  of  preparation  of  the  different  pathological  condi- 
tions of  the  various  organs  and  tissues  of  the  body. 

17.  MEDICAL  AND  SURGICAL  AN  ATOMY  — (Prof. 

Mundell) — 50  Lectures. 

This  course  is  given  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of 
the  Medical  Council  of  Ontario.  It  is  chiefly  for  final  students, 
and  embraces  all  the  important  parts  of  Anatomy  as  applied  to 
Medicine  and  Surgery.  The  situation  of  the  different  internal 
organs,  the  course  of  Arteries,  Veins  and  Nerves,  and  the  pro- 
minent points  of  the  body  which  serve  as  guides  to  the  Ph3^si- 
cian  and  Surgeon,  will  all  be  pointed  out  on  the  cadaver  arid 
the  course  made  as  practical  as  possible.

MUSEUM. 

The  Museum  contains  numerous  and  valuable  Histological 
and  Pathological  Specimens,  collected  both  from  Flospital  and 
private  practice.  A large  number  of  models  of  plaster  of  Paris, 
wax  and  papier-mache,  illustrating  Ulcers,  Tumors,  Aneurisms, 
etc.,  belong  to  the  Pathological  Department.  Anatomy  is  fully 
illustrated  by  models  of  dissections  of  various  parts  of  the  body, 
especially  the  Brain,  Heart  and  Langs. 

Specimens  of  Gall-Stones,  Abscess  of  Liver  from  Acute 
Hepatitus,  Petrifaction  of  the  Gall-Bladder  Diseased  Lungs, 
Affections  of  the  Urinary  Organs,  Congenital  Malformation  of 
the  Brain,  Rectum  and  other  organs ; Abscesses  of  Kidneys, 


Ulceration  of  Intestines  and  other  soft  parts,  and  of  bones  ; 
Diseases  of  Joints,  Nodes,  Calculi,  etc.,  are  amongst  the  many- 
interesting  objects  contained  in  the  Museum. 


LIBRARY. 

The  Library  of  the  Royal  Collge,  to  which  students  have 
access,  is  furnished  with  the  Standard  Text-Books  and  works 
of  reference,  and  always  contains  the  leading  Medical  and 
Surgical  publications  and  periodicals  of  the  day. 


SUMMER  SESSION. 

The  Summer  Session  will  commence  in  the  second  week  of 
April. 

The  importance  and  advantages  of  a Summer  Session  are 
now  so  fully  recognized  that  the  Faculty  has  decided  to  hold 
out  further  inducement  to  students  attending  that  course  of 
lectures.  In  addition  to  the  classes  of  Practical  Chemistry  and 
Botany,  full  courses  of  lectures  will  be  given  in  Sanitary 
Science  and  Histology  ; and  an  opportunity  will  be  afforded 
those  students  desirous  of  taking  advantage  of  receiving 
instruction  in  Ophthalmology  and  Otology  by  Dr.  Connell, 
who  will  deliver  a course  of  lectures  on  these  subjects.  Pass 
examinations  in  these  branches  will  be  held  at  the  close  of  the 
Summer  Session.  Clinical  instructions  of  a practical  character 
will  be  given  at  the  Hospital,  special  attention  being  directed  to 
bandaging,  antiseptic  dressings,  the  use  of  the  Stethoscope, 
Laryngoscope,  etc.  Senior  students  will  also  have  the  oppor- 
tunity of  attending  Obstetrical  cases  and  of  acting  as  Clinical 
Clerks. 

AMBULANCE  LECTURES  — By  W.  H.  Henderson, 
M.R.C.S.E.,  Surgeon  P.W.O.  Rifles. 

During  the  Summer  Session  lectures  on  first  aid  to  the 
wounded  will  be  delivered  in  the  Amphitheatre  of  the  Hospital 
every  Thursday  at  3 p.m. 

For  Fees  a fixed  sum  will  be  charged,  which  will  entitle  the 
student  to  attend  all  the  classes  during  the  Summer  Session. 
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MEDICAL  COUNCIL  REGULATIONS. 

On  and  after  July  ist,  1887,  every  one  desirous  of  being  re- 
gistered as  a Matriculated  Medical  Student  in  the  Register,  of 
this  College,  except  as  hereinafter  provided,  must  present  to 
the  Registrar,  Dr.  Pyne,  Toronto,  an  official  certificate  of  hav- 
ing passed  the  2nd  Class  Teachers’  Examination,  with  Latin 
option,  whereupon  he  shall  be  entitled  to  be  so  registered, 
upon  the  payment  of  twenty  dollars  and  giving  proof  of  his 
identity. 

Graduates  in  Arts,  or  students  having  matriculated  in  Arts  in 
any  University  in  Her  Majesty’s  dominions,  are  not  required  to 
pass  the  Matriculation  examination,  but  may  register  their 
names  with  the  Registrar  of  the  College  upon  giving  satisfac- 
tory evidence  of  their  qualifications  and  paying  the  Matricula- 
tion fee  of  twenty  dollars. 

Every  Medical  Student,  after  matriculating,  shall  be  register- 
ed in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  Council,  and  this  shall  be 
held  to  be  the  beginning  of  his  medical  studies,  which  shall  date 
from  such  registration. 

Every  Student,  after  his  matriculation  has  been  registered, 
must  spend  a period  of  five  years  in  actual  professional  study. 

Every  Student  who  has  not  attended  any  recog- 
nized Medical  School  prior  to  June,  1880,  shall  be 

REQUIRED  TO  ATTEND  MeDICAL  LeCTURES  FOR  AT  LEAST 

Four  Sessions  of  Six  Months  each,  except  in  the 
CASE  OF  Graduates  in  Arts. 

Each  Six  Months’  Course  shall  not  consist  of  less  than  one 
hundred  lectures. 

Every  student  must  attend  the  undermentioned  Course  of 
Lectures  in  a University,  College  or  School  of  Medicine  ap- 
proved of  by  the  Council,  viz.  : 
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Two  courses  of  Six  Months  each  upon  Anatomy,  Practical 
Anatomy,  Physiology  (including  Histology),  Theoretical  Chem- 
istry, Materia  Medica  and  Therapeutics,  Principles  and  Prac- 
tice of  Medicine,  Principles  and  Practice  of  Surgery,  Midwifery 
and  Diseases  of  Women  and  Children,  Clinical  Medicine,  and 
Clinical  Surgery. 

One  course  of  Six  Months  or  two  cour.ses  of  Thee  Months  each 
upon  Medical  Jurisprudence,  and  one  course  of  Thee  Months 
upon  Practical  Chemistry  and  Botany. 

One  course  of  not  less  than  Twenty -Five  Demonstrations  upon 
Microscopic  Anatomy,  Physiological  and  Pathological,  and  one 
course  of  twenty-five  lectures  upon  Sanitary  Science. 

Every  student,  before  being  admitted  to  the  Final  Examina- 
tion hereinafter  mentioned,  must  have  spent  a period  of  Six 
Months  in  compounding  medicines. 

Every  candidate  will  be  required  to  prove  that  he  has  care- 
fully dissected  the  whole  adult  human  body. 

He  must  have  attended  the  practice  of  a General  Hospital 
for  twenty-four  months. 

He  must  have  attended  six  cases  of  Midwifery. 

He  must,  before  being  registered  as  a member  of  the  College 
of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario,  have  passed  all  the 
examinations  hereinafter  prescribed  ; and  he  must  have  attain- 
ed the  full  age  of  twenty-one  years. 

Graduates  in  Arts  who  have  attended  one  course  of  lectures 
on  Botany  and  Practical  Chemistry,  and  two  courses  on  Theo- 
retical Chemistry,  and  who  have  alread}^  passed  an  Examina- 
tion on  these  subjects  in  any  of  the  recognized  Colleges,  will 
not  be  required  to  undergo  a second  examination  on  the  same, 
provided  they  produce  tickets  for  the  courses  of  lectures  stated, 
and  a certificate  of  having  passed  an  examination  on  these 
s'ubjects. 

All  persons  from  recognized  Colleges  outside  the  Dominion 
of  Canada,  who  desire  to  qualify  themselves  for  registration, 
must  pass  the  Matriculation  Examination  recognized  by  the 
Council ; and  must  attend  thereafter,  one  or  more  full  Winter 
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Courses  of  Lectures  in  one  of  the  Ontario  Medical  Schools,  so 
as  to  complete  fulty  the  Curriculum  required  by  the  Council  all 
the  Examinations  hereinafter  prescribed. 

Nothing  shall  exempt  residents  of  Ontario,  who,  after  1887, 
choose  to  pursue  their  studies  outside  of  the  Province  of 
Ontario,  from  passing  four  years  m the  pursuit  of  their  profes- 
sional studies  : such  four  years  to  commence  at  the  date  of  their 
passing  the  Matriculation  Examination  before  the  Examiners 
appointed  for  that  purpose  by  the  Council. 

1.  Hereafter  the  Professional  Examinations  shall  be  divided 
into  a Primary  and  a Final  Examination. 

2.  The  Primary  Examination  shall  be  undergone  at  the  end 
of  the  Second,  and  the  Final  at  the  end  of  the  Fourth,  Winter 
Session. 

3.  The  following  branches  shall  be  embraced  in  the  Primary 
Examination,  viz. : 

Descriptive  Anatomy.  Physiology  and  Histology,  Theoretical  Chemis- 
try. Practical  Chemistry.  Botany.  Toxicology.  Materia  Medica  and 
Therapeutics, 

4.  Each  candidate  for  the  Primary  Examination  will  be 
required  to  present,  with  his  Lecture  ticket,  a certificate  of 
having  undergone  examination  at  the  School  he  has  attended, 
at  the  close  of  his  hrst  Winter  Session,  on  Anatomy,  Physi- 
ology, Chemistry,  Materia  Medica  and  Botany,  and  ac  the  end 
of  his  third  session  a certificate  that  he  has  undergone  an 
examination  on  the  final  branches.  Such  examination  shall 
not,  however,  in  any  way  affect  the  Primary  or  Final  Examina- 
tions of  the  Council.  Also  a certificate  of  ability  to  mount 
Microscopic  Specimens.  Each  Candidate  for  Final  Examina- 
tion must  present  a certificate  of  attendance  at  six  post-mortem 
examinations,  and  a certificate  of  ability  to  draw  up  a report  of 
a post-mortem  examination  ; also  a certificate  of  having  report- 
ed satisfactorily  on  six  cases  ot  Clinical  Medicine  and  six  cases 
of  Clinical  Surgery. 

5.  The  following  branches  shall  be  embraced  in  the  Final 
Examination  : 

Medical  and  Surgical  Anatomy.  Theory  and  Practice  of  Medicine  and 
Sanitary  Science.  Medical  Pathology.  Surgery  (other  than  operative)  and 
Diseases  of  Women  and  Children.  Midwifery,  operative.  Medical  Juris- 
prudence. 


Any  Candidate  who  passes  creditably  in  three  of  more 
branches,  but  fails  in  the  others,  shall  receive  credit  for  the 
subjects  so  passed,  and  be  compelled  to  pass  in  the  other 
branches  only  at  a subsequent  examination.

CHANGES  IN  THE  CURRICULUM  OF  THE 
MEDICAL  COUNCIL. 

1.  Students  matriculating  after  July,  1892,  require  either  to 
be  graduates  in  Arts  of  a recognized  University,  or  to  have 
passed  the  Departmental  Examination  of  Ontario  for  Arts 
matriculation  with  the  addition  of  Science,  or  the  Depart- 
mental Examination  of  the  High  Schools  with  the  addition  of 
Latin. 

2.  There  will  be  in  the  case  of  students  matriculating  after 
Julv,  1892,  three  Professional  Examinations: 

(а)  Primary  at  end  of  2nd  or  3rd  year. 

(б)  Intermediate  at  end  of  3rd  or  4th  year. 

(r)  Final  at  end  of  4th  or  5th  year. 

There  will  thus  be  required  for  students  matriculated  after 
July,  1892,  by  Medical  Council,  five  3^ears  of  professionol  study 
— six  months  of  fifth  year  may  be  spent  with  a medical  prac- 
tioner  in  practical  work,  and  six  months  either  in  hospital  work 
or  in  a Physiological  and  Pathological  laboratory  in  Canada  or 
abroad.  The  Final  examination,  which  will  be  oral  and  wholly 
clinical,  is  to  be  passed  at  the  end  of  fifth  year  in  case  of  all 
except  graduates  in  Arts,  who  may  pass  it  at  the  end  of  fourth 
year. 
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
